Pope oe peace: beware false hopes 


VATICAN. CITY (NC) — 
Catholics should join ‘‘the first rank 
of those preparing peace,’’ said Pope 
John Paul II in his message for the 
1982 World Day of Peace, Jan. 1. 


The 5,500-word message 
comments on the theme chosen last 
fall by the pope for the annual 
observance: ‘‘Peace, a gift of God 
entrusted to us.”’ 


**THE CHURCH supports and 
encourages all serious efforts for 
peace,’’ Pope John Paul said. ‘‘The 
Church wishes her children to join, 
through their witness and_ their 
initiatives, the first rank of those 
preparing peace and causing it to 
reign.” 

But the pope warned against 
“ideologies that hold up the prospect 
of a totally and permanently peaceful 
human society as easily attainable’’ 
and said that “‘these deceptive hopes 
lead straight to the false peace of 
totalitarian regimes.”’ 


““This is why Christians, even as 
they strive to resist and prevent every 
form of warfare, have no hesitation in 
recalling that, in the name of an 
elementary requirement of justice, 
people have a right and even a duty to 
protect their existence and freedom by 
proportionate means against an 


_ unjust aggressor,’’ he said. 


BUT ‘“‘THIS RIGHT, which is 
very real in principle, only underlines 
the urgency for world society to equip 
itself with effective means of 
negotiation,’’ he added. 


The message made no reference to 


specific nations .or specific world 
situations, but said that ‘‘there are 
still serious threats to peace in the 
world.”’ 

‘*Some of these threats take the 
form of divisions within various 
nations,’’ the pope- said. ‘‘Others 


stem from deep-rooted and acute 


tensions between opposing nations 
and blocs within the world 
community.”’ 


THE WORLD IS beset by 
‘divisions between East and West, 
North and South, friend and 
enemy,’’ Pope John Paul said, and 
these divisions are based in large part 
on political reasons. 


“Unbridled nationalism fosters 


plans for domination, which leave 
other nations with the pitiless 
dilemma of having to make the 
choice: either accepting satellite status 
and dependence or adopting an 
attitude of competition and hostility,’’ 


The pope urged educational 
programs for peace, scientific and 
philosophical research on the issues of 
war and peace, cultural exchanges 
among nations, and the responsible 
use of the mass media to provide 
accurate information on _ world 
situations.

DEACON STIMSON, who would 
have been 37 in January, is survived 
by his wife, Janet, and two children, 
Michael and Michelle. He was 
ordained in June, 1979, as the 
youngest permanent deacon in the 


diocese, and was employed by Science - 


Applications, Inc., of La 
Jolla. Father Donald Kulleck, 
pastor of St. Pius X, remembered 
Deacon Stimson as ‘‘one of the most 
brilliant men I have ever met...but 
patient with the rest of us who are 
slower-witted.”’ 


_‘‘Michael was always able to ‘suffer 
fools gladly,’ but he never knew he 
was doing it because he was genuinely 
humble. Whenever I hear the 
beatitudes ‘blessed are the poor in 
spirit; blessed are the meek,’ I will 
think of Michael,’’ said Father 
Kulleck.

Family statement is 
doctrinally firm, 


pastorally sensitive

VATICAN CITY (NC) — In the 
longest document of his_ pontificate 
Pope John Paul II called on Catholics 
to defend the rights and value of the 
family and to become ‘‘communities 
in communion’’ despite difficulties. 


‘“‘The Church knows the path by 
which the family can reach the heart 
of the deepest truth about itself,’’ the 
pope said in his 167-page apostolic 
exhortation, Familiaris Consortio, on 
the role of the Christian family in the 
modern world. 


‘‘SHE (THE CHURCH) does not 
impose it but she feels an urgent need 
to propose it to everyone without fear 
and indeed with great confidence and 
hope, although she knows that the 
Good News includes the subject of the 
Cross,’’ he added. 


The document, dated Nov. 22 and 
made public at the Vatican: Dee 15, 
declares the _Church’s 


describes artificial methods of 
contraception as a denial of the total 
self-giving necessary in Christian 
marriage and reaffirms the Church’s 
stand against. allowing divorced 
Catholics who have remarried to 
participate in the sacraments. 


It also presents the pope’s views on 
a wide variety of marriage and family 
issues, including sex education, the 
role of women, polygamy, natural 
family planning and the duty of 
families in the political arena. 


POPE JOHN PAUL wrote the 


apostolic exhortation after receiving 


.43 propositions on the role of the 


family from the more than 200 
bishops, 10 experts and 42 auditors 
who attended the 1980 world Synod of 
Bishops at the Vatican Sept. 26-Oct. 
25 last year.

UNEXPECTED TRAUMA — 


Emotional trauma among physicians © 


and medical staff members who 
perform second trimester dilation and 
evacuation abortions poses an 
unexpected problem, according to 
OB,GYN news. The physician is 
acutely aware of the act, and medical 
staff members have expressed anger 
at patients and physicians and even 
reported an increase in abortion- 
related dreams and nightmares. 


NO MASSES — The Archdiocese 
of Bombay, India, has refused to 
grant suspended Archbishop -Marcel 
Lefebvre permission to celebrate 
Mass in its churches. Auxiliary 
Bishop Ferdinand Fonseca said, ‘‘It is 
the Holy See which has revoked his 
right to offer Mass. In view of this, 
the only stand I could have taken 
is...not to permit him to celebrate 
Mass in our churches.”’ 


N-ARMS TOLERABLE? — 
More than 60 priests, brothers, nuns 
and laymen have objected to the 
statement by New York’s Cardinal 
Terrence Cooke that a strategy of 
nuclear deterrence may be morally 
tolerable. The cardinal stated that 
nuclear deterrence has its merits as 
long as a nation is ‘‘sincerely’’ trying 
to work for peace. 


HEALTH CUTS — “‘If there are 
further cuts in health services, there 
will be deaths, especially among the 
poor,’ said Father Luis Valbuena 
before the Los Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors. Father Valbuena held- 
an infant in his arms who had almost 
died when county health facilities 


_ were unavailable. 


GOLAN MOVE HIT — World 
reaction to the Israeli annexation of 
the Golan Heights ‘‘demonstrates the 
seriousness of an initiative which 
introduces a new factor of agitation 
and tension’’ into Mideast affairs, 
said Vatican Radio. The carefully 
worded commentary by the Jesuit-run 
station did not express outright 
disapproval of the action, but quoted 
adverse declarations and reactions 
from various quarters, including the 


countries closest to Israel and Israel 


itself, 


LATIN NON-ISSUE — Most -

POWAY — The first Friday of each 
month has a new significance for 
Father Charles Dollen, pastor of St. 
Gabriel Church. That’s the day 
when he and more than a dozen other 
bill-payers. sit down with the 
management of San Diego Gas and 
Electric for a two-way exchange of 
information. 

SDG&E is charging San Diego’s gas 
and electric users one of the highest 
utility rates in the nation, and in. an 
effort to improve its public relations in 
the community, has formed a 
consumer’s advisory panel; Father 
Dollen is the first clergyman ever 
elected to a two-year term by the 


know people’s problems and to better 
argue them before the company. 
“Anyone can bring their utility 
problems to us and we will take them 
to the company,”’ he said. ‘‘And at 
each meeting we are provided with

““WE ARE A very skeptical group 
with a ‘show me’ attitude when it 
comes to SDG&E management,”’ said 
Father Dollen. ‘‘They certainly didn’t 
get a friend in me. They are out to get 
every penny they can get.”’ 


The consumer advisory panel 
meets monthly with top SDG&E 
management, both to hear the 
company’s side of the story on utility 
rates, environmental protection and 
other related matters, as well as to 
bring consumer complaints and 
concerns to the attention of the 
company. 

The fact that he is a_ priest 
notwithstanding, Father Dollen feels 
he has as much a right to be on the 
panel as anyone else. ‘‘Our utility 
bills here were over $1,000 monthly. 
But by strict conservation measures 
we were able to reduce them to $700 
last August. I saw to it that the word 
got around to everyone who works 
here to turn off lights-‘and turn down 
the air-conditioning,’’ he said.

Being on the panel has given Father 
Dollen an insight into the company’s 
problems as well. ‘‘A person may 
complain that his gas and electric 
were cut off after three months of non- 
payment of bills, and SDG&E can 
rightly respond that it is in business to 
supply a service and return a profit to 
its stockholders. They are not a social 
welfare agency. It really gets rough 
when you’re in the middle and can see 
both sides.”’ 


The consumer advisory panel is in 
no way a public relations arm of the 
utility, although it is obviously part of 
the company’s over-all public 
relations effort. ‘The company is well 
aware of its credibility gap and its bad 
public image. But we are a very 
aggressive group, and a real cross- 
section of the consumers out there, 
and things have gotten very heated 
during our meetings,”’ said Father. 


THE PANEE also gives the” 


company a chance to explain its side 
of certain issues to the consuming 
public, noted Father Dollen. A case in 
point is SDG&E’s plan to test high- 
sulphur crude oil as~ a_ possible 
substitute, in part, for more costly 
natural gas, in its steam turbines 
which then generate electricity. 


“‘High-sulphur crude is cheaper, 
but it results in higher pollution. The 
company thinks it can strike an 
acceptable balance between cost and 
pollution. It has taken them months 
to convince the environmental people 
to let them make the test,’’ said 
Father Dollen. 


“‘T was very impressed when 
SDG&E’s president Tom Page met 
with our group to explain the 
company’s position. He was very well 
prepared, and I couldn’t believe the 
grasp he had on the situation.”’ 

WHAT HAPPENED at the 
meeting? 

. ‘We almost crucified him,’’ said 
Father Dollen. 

His own experience of paying huge 
utility bills at St. Gabriel’s and his 
exposure to both the company’s and 


consumer’s point of view have - 


convinced Father Dollen of at least 
one thing, the value of conservation. 
“‘We Americans have been spoiled by 
cheap energy, and we have to be 
made aware of it.”’

United Nations — a noble experiment 


In mid-November, it was my privilege to join nine other 
Catholic editors, in New York City, for a ‘‘Global Issues 
Seminar’’ at the United Nations. We were part of a group 
of religious press editors representing various 
denominations from across the United States and Canada 
who were guests of the UN Secretary General and the 
United Nations Association of the USA for two days. 


It was a rare opportunity to learn about the inner 
workings of the United Nations and its various 
departments. We were also able to gain some insight into 
the driving-force behind the personalities of the UN. 


Being in close proximity to such people as Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim, Secretary Robert Mueller of the 
UN Economic and Social Council, UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees Paul Hartling (a recent Nobel 
Peace Prize recipient) and U.S. Ambassador Jeane 
Kirkpatrick one realizes that although these people are 
committed to their tasks, they — like the rest of us — know 
there are few, if any, short cuts to a more just, better 
organized, and more peaceful world. 


All too often there is a tendency — in some quarters — 
to regard the UN as a side-show, while the real business of 
international relations and politics goes on elsewhere. I 
learned what a short-sighted attitude this is, during lunch 
the first day of the seminar, when I had the good fortune to 
sit next to Ambassador Hugo Schletema of The 
Netherlands — a 25-year veteran of the United Nations. 


Ambassador Schletema convincingly set-forth the theory 
that the United Nations was established by realists, in the 
aftermath of a world disaster and in the knowledge that the 
disaster had come about from a failure to learn the lessons 
of the past. — : =e 

The ambassador told me that the founders of the 
United Nations knew — and that we should remember 
— how quickly the fair weather of peace-time can be 
overtaken by unexpected and violent storms, especially 
now, when modern technology has speeded up the 
chain reaction of cause and effect. 


We need, now more than ever, the institutional shelters 
and defenses that will protect our fragile society from such 
storms and the restraint and accommodation that will 
be required to manage our planetary resources prudently 
and fairly. 


The United Nations has done an immense service in 
facilitating the process of geo-political change, in absorbing 
much of the friction and heat of that process, in diagnosing 
global ailments, and in devising remedies for them. 


It would be idle to claim that governments have, in 
all cases, learned to take full advantage of the United 
Nations as an instrument placed at the disposal of the 
international community to help solve, or at least 
control, some of its intractable problems. 


To bring this about will require understanding and 
statesmanship of the highest order. It will also require a 
realization that, while humanity must find the capacity and 
the will to tackle its difficulties, it has no real alternative for 
survival. 

Time and time again, during our two-day UN visit, the 
value of religion was stressed by our speakers. It was 
pointed out more than once that during their tenure as 
Secretary General, both Dag Hammarskjold and U Thant 
became mystics.: 


Secretary Robert Mueller. stated his belief in the 
outcome of things when he read to us a single Latin 
statement: ecclesia est untiversale sacramentum spei pro totius 
mundt salute (the Church is the universal sacrament of hope 
for the good of the entire world.)

‘Blessed are the Peacemakers’ 


1982 will bring tremendous challenges to the Catholic Church ~ 
throughout the world. 

First, there will be greater confrontations between the Church and the 
totalitarian forms of government — Poland, Central and South 
America, and Africa. 

These confrontations will lead the Church to be involved in helping 
peoples and nations to arrive at political solutions in these areas. The 
decisive contributions of the Church will be a safeguard of the dignity of 
the person, developing programs and making decisions that protect and 
promote human values. The Church cannot let the spiritual and moral 
fabric of social life be wiped away by totalitarian systems. The Church 
must engage in issues which are at the heart of social life so that injustices 
will be rejected and justice and peace reign. 

Second, the Church must take as its special message for 1982: 
“Blessed are the peacemakers.’’ Stressing and emphasizing the word 
“‘maker’’ — maker of peace. In brief, we must work to preserve the 
peace so in those countries where war and conflict are present, we must 
strive to bring about justice and peace. 


The nuclear arms race demands us to proclaim the moral urgency 
about the arms race and horrors of nuclear war. Nuclear war would 
bring universal massacre, and in using such monstrous power, such 
terrible destructive force, one cannot justify such war. 

The Church, therefore, in 1982 must teach more vocally the moral evil 
as well as the physical dangers of nuclear war. We must bring to mind 
the cruel suffering which the use of those armaments would bring to the 
human family. 


’ There is a grave need to initiate a bilateral disarmament agreement 
that can be enforced. Our crusade is as peacemakers to protect and 
preserve the holy values, temporal and spiritual, from the totalitarian 
systems, for there can be no peace without justice and freedom. 

The question is ‘‘can the production of nuclear weapons be the only 
real deterrent and positive chance to avoid war?’’ Certainly the free 
world must reject that which would allow itself to be enslaved. 

But to continue to have an arms build-up of nuclear war armaments is 
enslavement of the poor. The Church must be the peacemaker in 1982. 

And this brings us to the third point, the great challenge of 1982 for 
the Church to opt for the poor. The Church will find need to assist the - 
poor in many parts of the world and also here in our own communities. 
The budgets that have been cut in government agencies threaten the 
food, the health and care of the poor. It will fall to the Church to assist in : 
their needs, and we welcome this opportunity to minister to them, but at — 
the same time, the Church must raise its voice clearly about injustices. 
To serve the person is to honor the Creator. 


Economic recession in 1982 will bring hardships on the poor, the 
aging, and the middle class. Every means must be brought to bear on 
overcoming this economic recession, to alleviate unemployment and 
human suffering that this brings to families in particular. More and 
more we shall be challenged to respond to a graying America and to 
advocate for the younger and disadvantaged minorities. 

Fourth, in ’82 the Church must articulate and express the rights 
and duties of families and seek to bring greater stability to the family, the 
vital cell and core of society. 


Certainly the Church will strongly defend the rights of the family and 
will promote in particular the four fundamental duties of the family, 
namely: forming a community of persons, serving life, participating in 
the development of society, and sharing in the life and mission of the 
Church. The great task that faces society in 1982 is that of recapturing 
the ultimate meaning of life and its fundamental values.. The Church 
must be the instrument and living sign of the spiritual values that form 
the bulwark of family life and gives the family stability, creating an 
atmosphere where people live in comfort and peace. A healthy home and 
family life is the ideal ground from which mature citizens develop. 

The solidity and stability of the family is a fundamental value for 
human beings and society, and at the root of the solidity of the family is 
the indissolubility of marriage. When human beings and society look for 
ways of stripping marriage of its indissolubility and the family of its 
solidity and stability, they are cutting the very root of their own security 
and depriving themselves of one of the basic values on which human life 
is built. 

Fifth, due to economic as well as the political situations in various 
countries especially where people are fleeing from totalitarian systems, 
we shall witness waves of immigrants, displaced people, refugees that 
demand our charity. 

The phenomenon of human mobility is a broad and complex one. It is 
a broad one, because it involves millions of persons of all categories; a 
complex one, because of the causes it presupposes, the consequences it 
has, and the decisions it demands. The consequences all too frequently 
involve many hardships and much suffering of a physical, psychological, 
moral and spiritual character. Often these people live under oppression, 
fear and anguish, many times harrassment and unmerited misery. The 
Church must work to protect them from loneliness, the feeling of 
abandonment and distress, which undermine all moral resistance. Our 
concern and assistance must especially go out to the undocumented 
Hispanics who suffer from the lack of protection and live in fear. There is 
a duty of welcoming them — a duty springing from human solidarity 
and Christian charity. 

Sixth, the local Church must seek means of renewal to deepen the 
spiritual lives of the people of God. In developing a sincere desire to 
serve the Gospel, there is need for continual conversion; a need to focus 
all our concerns on the communion that is to be built up patiently and 
perseveringly through a search for the truth in love. There is a constant 
need to interiorize the word of God that it will ever influence our lifestyle 
and give witness to every phase of Christian life. 

The Spirit, who is constantly raising up new forms of service and 
ministry, inspires us to meet the needs of the times.

Every New Year we look around for areas in our 
lives in need of renewal, or habits that need to be 
broken, and chances are that they will be very much 
the same as those we discovered last year!

devotion. The three kings (actually astrologers 
representing all the non-Jewish peoples) who, as 
foretold in Isaiah, come to worship Israel’s king, 
bring with them gold, frankincense and myrrh from 
the mysterious East. 


NOTHING IS MORE typical of St. Matthew 
than proving to his original Jewish audience that in 
Jesus of Nazareth. Old Testament prophecy is 
fulfilled. Herod, disturbed by the three foreigners 
who have come to worship a new king (not Herod, 
and in Herod’s own kingdom!) asks his advisors 
where the Messiah is to be born. 


They quote from the fifth chapter of the prophet 
Micah (a younger contemporary of Isaiah), 
informing the. despot that Bethlehem, the city of 
David, is where the promised ‘‘shepherd’’ will be 
found. The astrologers, guided by Jesus’ mysterious 
star, journey to Bethlehem with their gifts and slip 
away from Herod’s spies on their return journey. 

We know that after this Herod massacred the 
Holy Innocents of Bethlehem in an attempt to 
destroy the child he thought was after his throne. In 
this we find the ultimate meaning of the epiphany of 
light in a sinful world — men will try to stamp it out. 
The events of Good Friday flow inevitably from the 
manifestation of goodness on the first Christmas.

MIAMI (NC) — Saying actions speak louder 
than words, Archbishop Edward A. McCarthy of 
Miami urged once more on Christmas Eve that all 
Haitian refugees detained in the United States be 
released. 

In a telegram to President Ronald Reagan, the 
archbishop. recalled the ‘‘cruel suppression of 
human rights”’ in Poland and said, ‘‘Your release of 
these Haitian detainees who have come to these 
shores seeking freedom, liberty and justice will speak 
louder than any words.”’ 

THE HAITIANS are being held in camps in 
Krome Avenue, Miami, and Fort Allen, Puerto 
Rico, while the government decides whether they 
should be deported back to Haiti or allowed to 
remain in the United States. : 

More than 200 Haitian protesters stormed the 
fences of the Krome Avenue camp Dec. 27 before 
club-swinging guards forced them back. After the 
protesters were driven back, several Haitians set 
fires in the nearby Everglade underbrush and 12 
acres burned. About 30 detainees escaped in the 
confusion, but 20 returned voluntarily or were 
recaptured. _ 

The Haitian detainees have said they are fleeing 
political persecution in their country, but the 
government says they have come seeking economic 
opportunities. 


WHILE EACH Haitian’s case is heard 


individually in federal court the refugees are 
detained in the camps, mostly remodeled army

barracks surrounded by 15-foot high chainlink 
fences topped with barbed wire. 


Most of the refugees arrived in South Florida on 
leaky boats after days and sometimes weeks at sea. 
Some of those at Krome have been at the camp since 
May. 

The archbishop’s telegram coincided with his 
Christmas Eve visit to the men and women in the 


Krome facility. There he concelebrated a Mass for ~ 


the refugees with Haitian priests and seminarians 
from the Catholic Haitian Center in Miami. 


DURING THE MASS the archbishop reminded 
the Haitians that the plight of Mary and Joseph on 
Christmas Eve was very similar to their own. ‘“They 
could not find a place to stay either,’’ he said. 


He reminded the Haitians, who had begun a 
hunger strike earlier that day to protest their 
detention, that ‘‘there are no national boundaries 
in the Catholic Church’’ and that they are all 


brothers and sisters to the 
Archdiocese of Miami. 

He also said that separation of church and state 
prevents the Catholic Church from doing more to 
obtain their release, but asked them to have faith 
and put their trust in the Lord.

IN A STATEMENT released before entering the 
camp, the archbishop lamented that ‘‘barbed wire 
separates these people from their families’’ at 
Christmas time and explained that the purpose of his 
visit was to ‘‘strengthen and renew their hope that 
they will find justice and in finding justice may know 
peace. 


“‘The existence of places like Krome Avenue, Fort 
Allen and similar places’’ the archbishop said, 
““testifies to the fact that Christ — coming today in 
the person of the poor, the powerless and. the 
rejected — still finds, like on the first Christmas day, 
‘no room at the inn.’”’

' My wife and I have a friend — a 
widowed mother of two teen-agers — 
who moved several years ago from a large 
urban area to a rural setting in New Eng- 
land. As she explained then, she was tired 
of the fast pace and the pressures of urban 
living. 

She wanted a style of life that would al- 
low her and her children to spend more 
time together and to taste some of the 
simple pleasures of life, like a walk in the 
woods. 

She also felt that urban living posed 
problems for the Christian upbringing of 
her children. She wanted them to grow up 
in an environment that was less 
materialistic, competitive and violence- 
prone. 

Many of us, I suspect, can identify with 
my friend’s motives. Perhaps, at times we 
too have thought about leaving our pre- 
sent harried life behind and starting afresh 
somewhere else — where things are 
simpler, quieter. 


MODERN LIFE is filled with pres- 
sures that can cause anxiety and threaten 
happiness. 

1. The amount and variety of options

open to us. Each day we are faced with a 
host of decisions that can have major con- 
sequences for us and for our children. 

For example, it used to.be that after 
finishing school, one took the first availa- 
ble job: Today, one can choose from a 
multitude of career possibilities — each 
having radically different implications for 
the future. 

2. The pace of modern life. The rate at 
which technological and scientific. devel- 
opments occur is steadily rising. We hard- 
ly have time to catch our breath from one 
development when another is upon us. 


FOR INSTANCE, few parents feel 
comfortable helping their children with 
modern math. Yet, the fast-growing use 
of computers in education is bound to 
expand and will pose even more ques- 
tions for parents. 

3. The growing complexity of society 
with its various groups and activities. 
Each activity that a person is involved in 
demands a commitment of time and 
energy. The amount of telephoning, car 
pooling and meetings that many parents 
must undergo to provide for their 
children’s educational, recreational and 
social activities is overwhelming. 

Today’s pressures can provoke con- 
siderable anxiety. People grow anxious

because of all the decisions that have to 
be made. They worry about making 
wrong choices that may eventually prove 
harmful to themselves or those they love. 

Have you ever gotten to the point 
where you felt pulled in every direction by 
persons and problems vying for your 
attention? 

Like most other things in life, pressures 
can be harmful when in too great a quan- 
tity; but in moderate amounts, they might 
be beneficial. Pressures can be catalysts 
for decision and action. Pressures also can 
be a source of personal testing and 
growth. 

In ‘‘The Road Less Travelled,’’ psy- 
chiatrist M. Scott Peck writes: “Problems 
call forth our courage and our. wisdom; 
indeed, they create our courage and our 
wisdom. It is only because of our prob- 
lems that we grow mentally and spiritual- 
ly.” 

For the Christian, the pressures of life 
can be a source of spiritual growth. Facing 
up to decisions or other pressures can be a 
way of exercising faith. 


FAITH IS lived, celebrated and, in 
effect, prayed, each time a decision is 
made in light of it. 

But too many decisions can overload us 


and push us to the point of anxiety. 
Indeed, we may even create additional 
pressures for ourselves by worrying 
whether or not we have acted in a Chris- 
tian way. 

Here, I think, is where Jesus’ instruc- 
tions not to worry are pertinent. He asks 
us not to be so absorbed in the pressures 
of daily living that we neglect what is real- 
ly important — namely, our relationship 
with God. 

We grow anxious when faced with 
pressures and decisions because we begin 
to feel as though success in life depends 
so much on us — on making all the right 
choices. We feel somehow that we must 
have complete control of life if everything 
is to work out. 


BUT CHRISTIAN faith tells us that 
life is not fully ours to control in the first 
place. Our life is God’s gift. We are always 
and everywhere touched by his boundless 
love for us. 


Thus, Christians might view life’s pres- 
sures as opportunities for growth rather 
than as problems to be mastered for suc- 
cess. 

God asks that we do what we can in life 


and rely upon him for the rest.

1981: a year of violence for Church and world

A year of violence, 1981 saw 
attempts to assassinate Pope John 
Paul II and President Ronald Reagan 
and the murder of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat. 


It was a year of hunger strikes to 
the death by 10 Irish Republican 
Army (IRA) prisoners in Northern 
Ireland, growing civil war in El 
Salvador and Guatemala, heightened 


nuclear rhetoric by world 
superpowers and growing Church 
resistance to nuclear weaponry, new 
refugee problems in Latin America, 
economic chaos and a_ military 
takeover in Poland, and worldwide 
economic belt-tightening that hit 
hardest on the third-world poor. 


ON THE U.S. scene, the year 
started with release of the American 
hostages in Iran, but it was also a time 
when both domestic and foreign 


decisions by the new administration 
provoked sharp new debates on 
morality and public policy, and a year 
in which another 1.5 million abortions 
took place. 

The assassination attempt on Pope 
John Paul II May 13 in St. Peter’s 
Square was clearly the major religious 
news story of the year.

One of the stories of conflict in the sec- 
ond chapter of Mark begins with a con- 
troversy about fasting. 

Mark says some people came to Jesus 
and asked why his disciples did not fast. 
John the Baptizer’s disciples fasted and so 
did the Pharisees, the people noted. 

This is the first of many indications that 
John the Baptizer had a recognizable 
group of devoted followers. 

In fact, John’s followers remained a 
recognizable group for a long time after 
he was executed; they later came into 
conflict with the followers of Jesus. John’s 
followers practiced a rather rigorous 
asceticism. 

Devout Pharisees fasted several times a 
week. But the references to them in 
verses 18 and 19 seem to have been 
added to the original story to bring it into 
line with the whole series of incidents 
involving Jesus and the religious estab- 
lishment. 


AT ANY RATE, some people were 
scandalized. To their way of thinking, the 
conduct of John and his followers at least 
was consistent with their preaching. But if 
Jesus was God’s agent, why didn’t he and 
his disciples perform the expected acts of

Teligious observance? 


Jesus answers with the help of a com- 
mon illustration — the wedding feast that 
usually lasted a full week. Jesus is alluded 
to as the groom at the feast.

But there is more to Jesus’ answer than 
that. His answer points to his identity. 

The wedding feast was a familiar image 
for the reign of God. It would suggest to 
those with ears to hear that.the reign had 
dawned with Jesus.

There was a man named Jairus whose 
little daughter was very sick. He was afraid 
she was dying. She was only 12. 

Jairus was a devout Jew and a leading 
member of the synagogue. 


He had prayed that his daughter would 
get well. But she became sicker each day. 
He had called in the best doctors but they 
could not help her. 

What could Jairus do? ‘“Maybe Jesus 
of Nazareth could cure her,” he thought. 
He set out to find Jesus. 

Jairus found Jesus near the lake. He 
ran up to Jesus and fell on his knees 
before him. ‘“‘My little daughter is critical- 
ly ill,’ he told Jesus. ‘Please come and 


lay your hands on her so that she may get. 


well and live.” 


JESUS WAS touched by the plea of 
Jairus. He could sense the pain Jairus was 
feeling. ‘““Take me to your daughter,” 
Jesus responded. 

Jairus’ heart began to beat faster. He 
stood up and led Jesus into the village. ‘‘I 
wonder what Jesus will do?” Jairus 
thought as they hurried down a crowded, 
narrow street. 

Just as they turned the corner onto the 
street where Jairus lived, some relatives 
and close friends ran up to Jairus. ‘Your 
daughter is dead!”’ they told him. Reveal- 
ing their own hopelessness, they asked 
Jairus, ‘‘Why bother the teacher 
further?” 


Jesus touched Jairus on the shoulder. 
‘‘Fear is useless,” Jesus said to the weep- 
ing man. ‘“What is needed is trust.” 


JAIRUS ASKED Jesus to come with 


him to his house. Jesus allowed only 
Peter, James and John to come with 
them. 


In a few moments they reached the 
house of Jairus. Jesus heard cries and 
screams coming from the mourners 
inside the house. He went in and said to 
those who were wailing: ““Why do you 


make this noise with your wailing? The — 


child is not dead. She is asleep.” 


They laughed at Jesus. They were quite 
sure the girl was dead. Jesus ordered 
them all out of the house. They left in dis- 
belief. 


Jairus and his wife then took Jesus into 
their daughter’s room. Peter, James and 
John went in, too. Jairus began to cry 
loudly when he saw the still body of his 
daughter on the bed. His wife wept softly. 
The three disciples stood back wondering 
what Jesus was going to do. 


JESUS WENT over to the bed. He 
bent down and took the girl’s right hand 
in his. “‘Talitha, koum!”” he said gently 
but firmly. In Aramaic, the language they 
all spoke, Jesus’ words mean, “‘Little girl, 
get up!” 


The girl immediately sat up. She 
climbed out of bed and began to walk 
around the room. Jairus and his wife 
looked at her with amazement. They 
rushed over and hugged her. 


‘She looks hungry,” Jesus said to 
them. “You might give her something to 
eat.” He told them not to tell anyone 
what they had just seen.

Testament passages in which Yahweh 
(God) himself was portrayed as the 
groom who wanted to be reunited with 
his faithless bride, Israel. Certainly, 
Mark’s Christian readers would have 
understood the words that way. 

However, in verse 20, the analogy is 
broken. 

Jesus and his apostles might not have 
fasted, but the early Christians did. Why? 
Mark seems to tell us something about 
that now. 

When a wedding feast was finished, the 
groom was not “taken away” from the 
guests. But the early Christians felt as 
though that had happened. For them, the 


real wedding feast would take place at the 
time of the second coming of Jesus. In the 
meantime, they fasted in anticipation of 
his return. 

For the reader, this part of the account 
brings the cross into focus once more — a 
recurrent theme for Mark. 


FINALLY, two little parables are told 
— one about a patch on an old cloak, the 
other about new wine in old wineskins. 
The second is very familiar: 

“No man pours new wine into old 
wineskins. If he does so, the wine will 
burst the skins and both wine and skins 
will be lost. No, new wine is poured into 
new skins.” 

The two parables were added to bring 
out the general principle implicit in the 
controversy about fasting. 


The two parables do not deny the con- 
tinuity of the new order of things with the 
old. Concern is expressed for the old 
cloak and the old wineskins. 

But the parables indicate that a new 
spirit of religion was brought by Jesus. It 
calls not just for a ‘“‘patch-up”’ job, but 
complete renovation. ; 


So powerful is this spirit that the old 
forms cannot contain it. New wine must 
be poured into new skins.

NOTES TO BALANCE SHEET 
June 30, 1981 


1. Basis of presentation 

Organization and activities — The Diocesan Office of The Roman Catholic 
Bishop of San Diego is part of the Corporation Sole of the Diocese of San Diego 
and has no separate legal status or existence. The Diocesan Office activities 
comprise the collection of parish assessments, stewardship contributions and 
certain other receipts which are used to finance educational, religious, 
community and human development programs in addition to the administration 
of the Catholic Diocese of San Diego. 

The Diocesan Office Funds exclude the activities of parishes, schools, 
cemeteries, the newspaper and certain other ministerial functions. Each of these 
activities, even though they report to the Bishop, is an operating entity distinct 
from the Diocesan Office. 

Fund balances — Diocesan funds are segregated according to their 
availability for use in Diocesan operations. Quasi-endowment funds are those 
funds segregated by the Bishop for the specific uses indicated. Restricted funds 
have been reserved for specific purposes and in some cases can be disbursed only 
in compliance with restrictions specified by donors. 


2. Receivables 

Notes receivable include $1,431,000 from the sale of American Boys Ranch. 
The note is secured by real estate. Principal payments on the note which were 
due in 1978 and 1979, have not been made and, on January 12, 1981 the note 
was restructured. Terms of the restructured note call for monthly interest 
payments of $14,310 from January 1, 1981 through June 30, 1982, at which 
time the principal balance is due and payable. Management of the Diocese 
believes the note is fully realizable. The allowance for doubtful accounts of 
$1,476,320 consists primarily of the difference between cash advanced to or on 


behalf of the American Boys Ranch and the note receivable from the sale of the 
Ranch. 

Other receivables include $113,000 which the Diocese received subsequent to 
June 30, 1981 and $21,270 due from Diocesan entities. 


3. Deposit and loan funds 

The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in-aid program which finances the 
construction of parish plants and other Diocesan facilities. Interest of 6% 1s 
charged on such loans. These loans are made primarily from loan repayments 
and deposits by Diocesan entities which bear interest at 5%. 


4. Division of the Diocese 

In July 1978, the counties of Riverside and San Bernardino were designated 
as a new diocese. On October 1, 1979, final settlement of the financial division 
of the San Diego Diocese was completed by the issuance of a $500,000 note 
payable to The Roman Catholic Bishop of San Bernardino. The note earns 
interest at the rate of the lower of 1/2 percent over the prime rate or 10%. The 
terms of the note call for principal payments on this note to be paid to the extent 
of 50% of the principal payments received by the San Diego Diocese on the note 
receivable from the sale of American Boys Ranch (see note 2). 


5. Scholarship fund 


The Bishop of San Diego has established a scholarship fund for the University 
of San Diego in the amount of $100,000 annually in lieu of the repayment of 
$1,657,533 owed by the University to the Diocese which has been charged to the 
fund balance. The scholarship fund is to be used for students from the Dioceses 
of San Diego and San Bernardino and other areas.

St. Teresa of Avila: A woman to remember

While still a child, St. Teresa of Avila 
and a brother decided to run away from 
home. 

Spurred on by the lives of the saints 
read to them by their mother, the 
youngsters were determined to run away 
in order to seek martyrdom at the hands 
of the Moors in North Africa. But, unhap- 
pily for their plans, as they were hurrying 
through the streets of Avila on their way 
out of the city, they were caught and 


unceremoniously returned home by an © 


uncle. . 

That story gives an early indication of 
the future reformer’s determination to 
search out the path to God. Teresa was 
born in 1515, only 13 years after Colum- 
bus sailed for the Americas under the flag 
of her native Spain and six years before 
Martin Luther made his final break with 
the papacy. 

Teresa’s life seems to reflect the energy 
and ee of the 16th century, a time of 


FINDING a support system that 
involves other people is a common 
way individuals cope with personal 
needs and pressures. 

At St. Paul’s Parish in Clifton, 
N.J., many parishioners actively 
search for ways to deal with prob- 
lems together.

Gradually she began to lose her usual 
zest for life. “‘There isn’t enough salt and 
pepper in my life,’ she complained.

On one occasion, when he turned to 
her for sympathy after an especially upset- 
ting day at work, she responded by scold- 
ing him —-for leaving his coffee cup in 
the sink unrinsed. He was stunned. 


’ chronic ill health as a “‘cross,”” 


vast new discoveries and tumultuous 
change. Both the exploration of the New 
World and the Protestant Reformation 
had a significant impact on her. 


TERESA entered the convent in Avila 
when she was 21 years old. Throughout 
her life she was plagued by ill health, 
which at one point forced her to leave the 
convent for two years to recuperate at the 
home of a sibling. 

In her writings, Teresa refers to her 
and con- 
fesses how discouraged she became at 
times. Teresa also frequently prayed for 
help in carrying on.with her work and 
numerous travels despite her erratic 
health. 


For many years Teresa struggled to be- 
come more adept at prayer. She described 
prayer as a “conversation between 
friends.” After 20 years in the convent, 
she experienced what she calls a ‘‘second 
conversion”’ which led her to seek a more 


perfect life of prayer and contemplation. —

recalled, a group of mothers sug- 
gested using parish facilities to 
operate a cooperative day nursery. 
Today a day-care center staffed by 
parents operates two days a week, 
and allows approximately 25 
parents some special time for shop- 
ping or other activities.

By the time of her death in 
1582, Teresa had founded more than 16: 
convents where Carmelite sisters pursued 
lives of mystical prayer in a setting of 
simplicity and poverty. 

Contemporary. enclosed Carmelite 
monasteries of women are direct spiritual 
descendents of the first reformed con- 
vents founded by Teresa. 


Historians and writers have been 
intrigued by the pithy and forthright 
character of Teresa. Despite the serious- 
ness of her life and the intensity of her 
work as a reformer, Teresa was a 
humorous, down-to-earth woman. 


Once, when bucked from a mule she 
was riding, Teresa raised her eyes to 


In response to needs expressed 
in meetings with parishioners, the 
parish also is working on ways to 
serve people who recently have lost 
a loved one, or who have been 
shaken by the terminal illness of a 
spouse or family member. At St 
Paul’s, a pastoral assistant currently 
is available to serve sick and 
bereaved individuals. 

After the death of a loved one, 
some people want help in making 
the adjustment demanded of them; 
some need the help of a support 
group, the pastor said. Some have 
sought assistance in learning to 
manage finances, while others feel 
helpless at having the entire care of 
a home suddenly thrust upon 
them. 

The needs and the pressures 
experienced by individuals have 
many causes. But, it appears, the 
support of others is what many 


people under pressure seek.

FATHER Morrison explained that 
pressure surrounds people throughout 
their lives. _. — Sometimes pressure. is 
related to the point one is at in life, mark- 
ing the transition from one age to 
another. 


= Other times, pressure is caused by 
routine transitions from one school to 
another, from school to work, from one 


state of life to another. 


In addition, Father Morrison thinks 
people experience a more general kind of 
pressure from society. In some countries, 
the pressure is to join in a competitive and 
achievement-oriented way of life. 


This overriding stress affects people 
from childhood on, beginning at home 


and spilling over in school and at work, he 
added. 


PEOPLE CAN’T avoid all pressure, 
and the counselor maintains it can have a 
positive side. Pressure, he said firmly, is 

“essential for growth. We need the force 
of pressure to drag us up from point A to 
point B. ”” 

For instance, Father Morrison con- 
tinued, the woman mentioned earlier 
might muddle on for a time, vaguely dis- 
satisfied with herself and feeling that “‘no 
one really appreciates her, not even 
God.”

Then, something quite specific will 
happen. One day, the woman will be 
shocked by something — the illness or 
death of a parent or close friend. This will 
shake her into the recognition that “‘her 
present is not very satisfying — and the 
future looks worse,’ Father Morrison 
remarked. 

Confronted by that knowledge, the 
woman will seek to change her life some- 
how by reaching out for help to others. 


AT THIS point, according to Father 
Morrison, it is crucial for people to step 
back to gain perspective on what is hap- 
pening. In the normal course of events, 
he asserted, people do this by talking over 
how they are feeling with other persons 
— with their spouse, a neighbor, a rela- 
tive. 


Therefore, individuals need to be able 
to find some kind of support system. 
Christians, Father Morrison observed, 
should have the kind of faith in others 
that makes this possible. ; 

As Christians, we “‘profess to be rooted 
in God and in a community of frail people 
who pledge their support to each other,” 
he added. The counselor noted that 
parishes have had a lot of success in put- 
ting together people who are going 
through similar crises. 


In a group where members “‘have. as 
much likeness as possible, trust can be 
built’ among people more easily, Father 


Morrison concluded.

The shooting forced the globe- 
trotting pontiff to cancel already 
scheduled trips to Switzerland in June 
and France in July, and plans for 
visits to Spain and Mexico later in the 
year. 


The pope often referred to the 
assassination attempt in subsequent 
public talks, saying that it gave him a 
new sense of the suffering of the sick 
and made him appreciate more those 
around the world who suffered for the 
faith. 


Poland’s economic crisis and the 
continuing pressure for social reforms 
throughout the year by Lech Walesa’s 
independent labor union, Solidarity, 
made Poland a major focus of world 
concern. 


THE YEAR BEGAN with Walesa 
visiting the pope in January and 
gaining important Church backing for 
Solidarity. In a series of. struggles 
Solidarity gradually gained significant 
liberalization of Polish society. 


But in mid-December Polish Prime 
Minister Wojciech Jaruzelski imposed 
martial law, declaring that the 
country was on ‘“‘the brink of civil 
war’’ and forming a Military Council 
of National Salvation to govern the 
nation. 


The Church, the other major force 


in Poland, which during the. year . 


frequently played a major mediating 
role to avert confrontations between 
Solidarity and the government, was 
again expected to be a major actor in 
the new situation. 

CARDINAL STEFAN Wyszynski 
of Warsaw and Gniezno, primate and 
symbol of the Polish Church for 33 
years, died in May at the age of 79, 
but his successor, Archbishop Jozef 


_ Glemp, quickly established himself as 
‘ another strong Church leader. 


In both American and world terms 
the inaugural year of the Reagan 
administration was perhaps the most 
significant new factor governing 
events of 1981. 

Many of the Reagan political 
decisions, both at home and abroad, 
drew strong reaction from Church 
leaders because of their moral 
implications, making the president a 
major figure in religious news 
throughout the year. 


DOMESTICALLY HIS federal 
cuts in social spending were sharply 
attacked by many religious groups, 
including the Catholic bishops and 
their national agencies, because of 
their impact on the poor. 

On the foreign scene the Reagan 
administration clashed head-on with 
the U.S. Catholic Conference, the 
bishops’ national civil action arm, 


_ over. foreign aid, human rights and 


Central American policies. 


Declaring El Salvador the 
battleground for U.S. determination 
to stop Soviet-backed communist 
insurgency in Latin America, the 
Reagan administration funneled 
military aid to the government. © 


THE U.S. BISHOPS argued for 
an internal political solution through 
negotiations and rejection of outside 
military assistance to either side. 


Nicaragua, with a new leftist 
government that followed the fall of 
dictator Antonio Somoza, and 
Guatemala, with a growing 
atmosphere of repression and 
violence, were swept into the 
administration’s hardline stance on El 


Salvador. 


In Guatemala the death toll rose 
steadily as government security forces 
and right-wing paramilitary squads 
battled it out with leftist guerrillas. In 
July the murder of Father Stanley 
Rother, a U.S. missionary from 
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Oklahoma, brought home to 
Americans the civilian -deaths, 
including many socially active 
Church workers, that were occurring 
in Guatemala. In November two 
U.S. nuns and a Guatemalan priest 
and seminarian disappeared for five 
days and then were released 
unharmed. 


AT THEIR ANNUAL meeting in 
November the U.S. bishops issued a 
statement reaffirming the stance 
taken by their USCC offices on 
Central America. - 


Underlying the conflict between the 
U.S. bishops and the Reagan 
administration over Central America 
was a broader issue of the role of 
human rights in U.S. foreign policy. 


Reagan declared, in contrast to the 
previous administration, that human 
rights considerations would occupy a 
strictly secondary role, after national 
security, in U.S. decisions on 
overseas military and economic aid. 


MANY U.S. BISHOPS and other 
religious leaders and groups also 
found major moral issues in the new 
administration’s five-year plan for 
massive increases in military 
spending and in Reagan’s go-ahead 
decisions on the MX missile program 
and the building of neutron 
warheads. 


Many objected strenuously to 
building more weapons of destruction 
at the expense of programs to meet 
human needs at home and abroad, 
calling the policy ‘“‘theft from the 
poor.”’ 
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Archbishop John Quinn of San 
Francisco warned that, with the new 


systems and the administration 
rhetoric about ‘‘limited’’ and 
‘‘winnable’’ nuclear .wars, the 


‘“psychological and political barriers’’ 
to nuclear war were being eroded. 


THE U.S. CATHOLIC bishops 
began working on a national pastoral 
letter on war and peace issues, and 
Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Cincinnati, chairman of the drafting 
committee, declared in November 


that the time may be approaching to 


“make a ‘‘new judgment’’ on_ the 


morality of possessing nuclear 
weapons even for purposes of 
deterrence. 


In mid-November Reagan made a 
formal opening toward a new round 
of arms reduction negotiations with 
the Soviet Union. The new talks 
began in Geneva, Switzerland, at the 
end of November. 


In an unusual move the pope wrote 
to Reagan and Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev urging them to work 
together for arms reductions. In 
December he sent special papal 
delegations of leading scientists to 
Washington, Moscow, Paris, 
London, and U.N. headquarters in 
New York to plead with world leaders 
for immediate reductions in, and the 
eventual complete elimination of, 
nuclear weapons. 


IN A MAJOR policy move -the 
U.S. bishops for the first time backed 
a specific constitutional amendment 
to overturn the 1973 Supreme Court 
decision killing most state laws 
restricting abortion. Z 


Cardinal Terence Cooke of New 
York, chairman of the bishops’ 
Committee for Pro-Life Activities, 
and Archbishop John Roach of St. 
Paul-Minneapolis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, testified before a U.S.

IN ITALY Pope John Paul and the 
country’s bishops campaigned heavily 
in favor of a referendum to restrict 
abortion, but more than two-thirds of 
the electorate voted to uphold the 
current law that allows state-paid 
abortions virtually on demand. 


Other major events around the 
world with religious significance in 
1981 included: 


® Pope John Paul made his first” 
trip to the Far East in February, 
delivering a major radio message to 
mainland China, preaching social 
justice in the Philippines and issuing a 
dramatic plea for global disarmament 
from Hiroshima, Japan, where the 
first atomic bomb was dropped. 


e The status of the Catholic 
Church in China was a subject of 
continuing controversy. When the 
pope visited Japan he sent his 
secretary of state, Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, to Hong Kong to meet with 
Bishop Michael Tang, one of the few 
remaining Chinese bishops 
legitimately ordained with Vatican 
approval. Later Bishop Tang went to 
Rome and _ the .pope..named him 
archbishop of Guangzhou (Canton). 
provoking sharp protests from the 
National Association of Patriotic 
Catholics, a government-approved 
recognize 


e The pope issued a major social 
encyclical, On Human Work, defending 
the rights of workers and the primacy 
of workers over capital. The 
encyclical defended equal rights in the 
marketplace for women but also 
defended the ‘‘irreplaceable role’’ of 
women as mothers, saying societies 
should see to it that women are not 
forced to work out of economic 
necessity. 


e In Northern Ireland the civil 
turmoil over British rule was 
highlighted for seven months by a 
series of hunger strikes by IRA 
prisoners at Long Kesh prison who 
sought recognition as political | 
prisoners. The pope sent his Irish 
personal secretary, Father John 
Magee, to visit Bobby Sands, the first 
hunger striker, as Sands neared death 
at the end of April. The special papal 
envoy’s efforts to mediate failed, and 
on May 5 Sands died after a 66-day 
fast. Nine others followed him to the 
grave before the hunger strike was 
called off. . 


e Within the Catholic Church a 
milestone was passed when the 
Pontifical Commission for the 
Revision of the Code of Canon Law 
held: its final plenary meeting in 
October and, after 18 years, 
completed its work of revising general 
Church law. Papal approval and 
publication of the commission’s final 
draft is. expected in 1982, 
systematically updating church law 
for the first time since 1917. 


Envoy ‘more Catholic than communist’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Saying he could not 
represent authorities involved in a “‘brutal violation 
of human rights,’’ Romuald Spasowski, Poland’s 
ambassador to-the United States, defected and 
received political asylum in Washington Dec. 20. 


Spasowski, 61, described by one Polish diplomat 
as ‘‘more a Catholic than a communist”’ and by a 
former U.S. diplomatic official as ‘‘a patriotic Pole 
first and a communist second,’’ was granted asylum 
with his wife, Wanda, daughter and son-in-law on 
the personal ede: of President Ronald Reagan. 


AT A NEWS conference a few hours after his 
request for asylum had been granted, Spasowski 
condemned the military government’s actions 
against Poland’s independent trade union 
Solidarity, intellectuals, and others and said he 
wanted to stand in solidarity with arrested union 
leader Lech Walesa. 


‘J, ladies and gentlemen, cannot be silent,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I cannot have any association, not speaking 
about representation, with the authorities 
responsible for this brutality and inhumanity. I have 


decided this the moment I have learned that Lech , 


Walesa, the most beloved leader, of Solidarity, is 
arrested and kept by force,”’ said Spasowski. 


‘*This, what I am doing now, is my expression of 
solidarity with him. I have decided to make this 
statement, to stand up openly and to say that I will 
do everything possible to assist the Polish people in 
their hour of need,’”’ he-continued. 


SPASOWSKI IS- described by Washington. 
diplomatic and media sources as more of a Western- 
style intellectual and scholar than a communist, 
although he was considered extremely loyal to the 
Communist Party as well as to his country during 
his earlier years. In World War II he escaped to the 
Soviet Union and fought in a Polish exile army 
alongside the Soviets, entering Poland as the war 
ended. He then joined the Polish foreign service and 
served in a number of important posts. But he is also 


Test-tube baby clinic 


opposed by bishop 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (NC) — Bishop Edward D. 
Head of Buffalo and the Buffalo Catholic Physicians 
Guild have opposed the establishment at Erie 
County Medical Genter of an in-vitro fertilization, 
or test-tube baby, clinic. 


‘In-vitro fertilization reduces the way of 
begetting a child to a process of reproduction which 
looks upon the child, not as a fruit of love, but as a 
product sublet to quality controls,’’ Bishop Head 
said. 

In-vitro fertilization, in which sperm from the 
father and an ovum from the mother are united in a 
laboratory dish (in vitro), ‘‘involves the separation 
of the unitive and procreative elements of our 
sexuality,’’ the bishop said.. 

‘‘When the generation of human life is separated 
from the marriage act,’’ he said, ‘‘there is a 
depersonalizing of the marital process and a 
destruction of the bonds linking marriage and the 
begetting of children.’

described as having been disillusioned with 
communism during his career and to have become 
interested in the Catholic Church, although whether 
he officially practiced the faith is uncertain. His 
wife, however, is regarded as a devout Catholic. 


Both Romuald and Wanda Spasowski are said to 
have been openly sympathetic toward Solidarity and 
the reforms undertaken in the last year. That 
sentiment is believed to have been one of the:reasons 
Spasowski was recently informed by the Polish 
government he was being recalled from _ his 
ambassadorship early and was expected to go into 
retirement in Poland. He was on his second tour as 
ambassador to the United States, having previously 
served in that capacity from 1955-61. 


SPASOWSKI IS ALSO said to have worked 
hard to improve relations with the United States and 
other Western nations and to operate an ‘‘open’”’ 
embassy in Washington. 

When Pope John Paul II became pontiff in 1978, 
the ambassador celebrated with a party at the Polish 
embassy. 

In his remarks at the news conference, delivered 
at the State Department, he urged Americans to not 
be silent. ‘“To defend freedom is in your tradition. 
Show your solidarity. Show your support and 
humanitarian assistance to those who are in such 
need at this hour.”’ 


HE CLAIMED a ‘‘state of war’’ has been 
imposed in Poland, ‘‘a state of war against the 
Polish people. Under the umbrella of the military, 
specially trained units and security police began an 
unprecedented reign of terror.”’ 


Union members have been arrested, factories 
been stormed, communication lines cut and the 
death penalty instated for use if people do not report 
to work, he said. ‘‘With unique precision, the police 
undertook all feasible steps to extinguish every 
ember of freedom, trying to eliminate independently 
minded people. The professors from the Academy of 
Science have been put to prison. The activity of the 
religious and the Catholic organizations has been 
forbidden.”’ 

Thousands of Poland’s best citizens face 
imprisonment without adequate shelter or enough 
food, he added. ‘“The cruel night: oF darkness and 
silence was spread over my county.’ 


‘‘I TURN TO YOU Americans who are listening 
to me and watching me now,’’ Spasowski added. 
“‘At this very moment, when you sit in front of your 
TV sets, evil forces crash on Poland and its deeply 
patriotic and religious people. Think about those 
Poles, try to imagine their lot when you listen every 
day to the news.”’ 

And he told the Polish people that ‘‘all Poles 
abroad salute you. We will never stop struggling 
until Poland is Poland and you experience that 
dignity which should be a part of every human 
being, so help us God.”’ 


““There is only one morality in the human family, 
the morality of people who live according to the 
principles of truth and justice,’’ he concluded. ‘‘It is 
this morality which shall prevail. Long live Poland.’’

VATICAN CITY (NC) — For many people, the 
immediate impact of Pope John Paul II’s apostolic 
exhortation Familiaris Consortio (Community of the 
Family) was its unusual 167-page length. 


The document on the role of the Christian family 
in the modern world is not something which a reader 
can skim through and it is not an essay, to be read at 
one sitting and reflected upon. 


INSTEAD, IT is a compendium, a systematic 
presentation of the Church’s theology of the family, 
and therein lies its newness. Until now, the Church 
has had a well-developed theology of marriage, but 
it lacked a well-developed document on the theology 
_ of the family. 


The length of the document can then be 
understood. The pope had a lot to cover — families 
of many kinds, at every stage, under several 
aspects. Familiaris Consortio is the synthesis, in an 
ordered way, of 43 wide-ranging propositions given 
to the pope by the world Synod of Bishops in 1980. 


THESE INCLUDE controversial topics such as 
birth control and the Church’s approach to divorced 
and remarried Catholics. 

In both cases the document contained no changes 
in Catholic teachings and people familiar with the 
pope’s thinking had no serious reason to believe 
beforehand that it would. ; 


Pope John Paul, from everything he has said 
previously, feels strongly about the indissolubility of 
marriage and is’ convinced that the marriage 
relationship must remain always. open to the 
transmission of life. Moreover, he believes that he 
, has the responsibility before God to communicate 
these teachings.

Paisley denied visa 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The State Depart- 
ment, responding to heavy congressional pressure, 
has revoked the visa of the Rev. Ian Paisley, the 
militant Protestant clergyman who represents a 
Northern Ireland constituency in the British Par- 
liament. 


‘‘Because of our great-concern about the divisive 
tone of Mr. Paisley’s actions and statements in 
recent weeks, the department initiated a review’’ of 
the permission given him to travel in the United 
States, a State Department spokesman said-Dec: 21. 
The department ‘‘concluded that Mr. Paisley’s 
presence in the United States is prejudicial to the 

“U.S. public interest,’’ the spokesman said. 


Mr. Paisley, who was scheduled to visit the 
United States in January, recently threatened to use 
his own paramilitary organization to destroy the 
Provisional Irish Republican Army (IRA), an 
outlawed guerrilla organization which has been 
fighting to end British rule in Northern Ireland. 


Owen Carron, a Catholic who was elected to the 
British Parliament in August as a candidate running 
on behalf of imprisoned IRA members then on 
hunger strike, was recently denied a U.S. visa 
because of his alleged support of violence.

and many cultures, as they were by the synod, and 
when the pope is asked by these bishops to proclaim 
those convictions anew, it is no surprise when he 
does so. 


But these topics are not the chief elements of the 
document. 


What is perhaps the core of the new exhortation is 
an appeal that families should ‘‘become what they 
are,’’ believing and loving communities. 


THE VISION OF the family as a ‘“‘dom- 
estic church’’ first appeared at Vatican II 
nearly 20 years ago, but now in Familiaris Consortio it 
takes clearer shape. 


The Church exists, says Pope John Paul, to put 
people in touch with God, to keep them in love with 
each other, and to help them to serve the world. 

The family, in the new document’s vision, exists 
for the same reasons. 

FAMILY PRAYER, says the pope, should be 
central and regular. ‘“‘Joys and sorrows,’’ ‘‘births 
and birthdays,’’ ‘‘separations and homecomings’’ 


are seen by the document as suitable occasions for ’ 


prayer. 

It is in the family that reconciliation should first be 
learned. The little boy in church who turns 
sheepishly to his sister at the Sign of Peace and says 
he is sorry he punched her has caught the spirit of 
the pope’s thinking. 

When a home becomes, in the pope’s words, an 
‘“intimate community of life and love,’’ its walls 
cannot contain that energy. The home overflows, as 
the Church does, into the wider world. 


FAMILIES WHICH have learned to be content 
with a ‘‘simple and austere life style,’’ says the pope, 
‘will not be trapped by materialism. Instead they will 
be freed to be generous with those who have less. 

When the home becomes the laboratory of 
Christian values, families become the agents of 
social justice in the world. They become, says the 
document, defenders of migrants, of the poor, the 
homeless, the elderly, of women whose rights are

going unrecognized. They join neighborhood 
associations and international oganizations which 
strive to promote justice and peace. 


THE DOCUMENT offers an invitation for the © 


family to be true to itself. It makes no attempt to 
conceal the demands of the Gospel that people go 
against the flow when this is needed. 


It is also a pastoral document. When couples 
present themselves for a marriage ceremony with 
motives which are more social than genuinely 
religious, the document envisions situations in which 
the ceremony should be denied, with the priest 
choosing instead to cultivate tenderly the seeds of 
faith, however small. 


As are the synod propositions of a year ago, the 
new apostolic exhortation offers a challenge to 
families and tries to blend pastoral sensitivity with 
doctrinal firmness.

‘*THE HISTORICAL situation in 
which the family lives appears as an 
interplay of light and darkness,”’ 
Pope John Paul said. 


““The great task that has to be faced 
today for the renewal of society is that 
of recapturing the ultimate meaning 
of life and its fundamental values,’’ 
he added. 


The document restates the 
Church’s teachings on marriage and 
family life and rejects the idea that 
they have become outmoded. 


“NOT INFREQUENTLY ideas 
and solutions which are very 
appealing, but which obscure in 
varying degrees the truth and the 
dignity of the human person, are 
offered to the men and women of 
today in their sincere and deep search 
for a response to the important daily 


-problems that affect their married and 


family life,’’ the pope said. 

Reaffirming the Church’s ban on 
artificial contraception, the pope 
urged theologians to ‘‘collaborate 
with the hierarchial magisterium and 
to commit themselves to the task of 
illustrating ever more clearly the 
biblical foundations, the ethical 
grounds and the personalistic reasons 
behind this doctrine.”’ 


CATHOLIC COUPLES cannot 
look on the birth control teaching ‘‘as 
merely an ideal to be achieved in the 
future,’’ the pope said. ‘“They must 
consider it.a command of Christ the 
Lord to overcome difficulties with 
constancy.’ 


On the topic of separated and 


divorced Catholics, Pope John Paul. 


said those who do not remarry 
provide a witness to the Church and 
the world with ‘‘their example of 
fidelity and Christian consistency.”’ 


He encouraged pastoral concern for 
those who do not remarry and those 
who do, but said that ‘‘the Church 
reaffirms her practice, which is based 
upon sacred Scripture, of not 
admitting to Eucharistic Communion 
divorced persons who have 
remarried.”’

peace, Pope John Paul said: ‘‘Peace 
can develop only where the 
elementary requirements of justice 
are safeguarded.”’ 


He praised the role of international 
organizations in helping ‘‘to show the 
world that war, bloodshed and tears 
are not the way to end tensions. 


“*They have provided, so to speak, 
experimental proof that even on the 
world level people are able to combine 
their efforts and seek peace together,”’ 
he added. 


FATHER JAN Schotte, secretary 
of the Pontifical Justice and Peace 
Commission, said the pope’s message 
was not specifically aimed at telling 
Poles what to do under martial law. 
Instead, the pope ‘‘just outlined 
general principles,’’ he said. 

Father Schotte described the 
document as the third prong of a

three-part personal peace initiative of 
Pope John Paul. 


The first part, was the pope’s 
letters to U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan and Soviet President Leonid 
Breznev at the start of talks in 
Geneva, Switzerland, on nuclear 
disarmament in Europe, he said. The 
second was the recent presentation to 
world leaders of a study on the effects 
of nuclear war by members of the 
Pontifical Academy of Sciences. 


THE WORLD DAY of Peace 
observance was begun by Pope Paul 
VI on Jan. 1, 1968. 


“‘The 11 messages of Paul VI and 
the four messages of John Paul II 
taken as a whole can be described as 
an authentic catechesis of peace,’’ 
Father Schotte said. The World Day 
of Peace is Jan. 1, ‘‘but its celebration 
cannot be limited to just one day,’’ he 
added.

NEW YORK (NC) — In my last 
column I discussed the changes, 
effective Jan. 1, in the U.S. Catholic 


Conference’s movie classifications. I. 


discussed principally the use of the 


» word ‘‘recommended”’ in parentheses 


to indicate a movie of unusual merit 
in its category and the merging of the 
B (objectionable in part) and C 
(condemned) classifications into a 
single category designated O for 
“‘morally offensive.’’ These changes 
were made, I explained, to accentuate 
the advisory nature of the 
classification — it’s not a matter of 
the USCC dictating to Catholics but 
rather of helping them to make up 
their own minds in a very difficult 
area — and to inject a positive note 
into the classification system. 

Now. I would like to go into some 
questions that are more fundamental. 
How do we who classify and review 
movies go about it and what criteria 


do we bear in mind when we make 


our judgments? 

TO ANSWER the first question: 
Ours is a group effort. We have a 
board of consultors from various 
walks of life, some 30 to 40 people, 
and at each of the special screenings 
that the motion picture companies 
offer our office, several, at least, of 
our consultors will be in attendance. 


_-Then. it is up to one of us to write 
the review, a task that usually falls to 
me. The review, though it will never 
contradict the classification nor as a 
matter of fact go against the consensus 
as to the esthetic merit of the movie, 
will nevertheless reflect the individual 
taste of the one writing the review. 
NOW AS TO the second question. 
What we don’t do in evaluating a 
movie is get out a little list of thou-

can be no real clash between moral 
and esthetic considerations. 
Pornography and_ exploitative 
violence, for example, by their very 
nature transgress esthetic standards 
as surely as they do moral. 


The Greeks had an admirable 
principle called esthetic distance in 
accordance with which they wrote and 
staged their plays. Thus the spectator 
at a tragedy never felt that he was 
actually looking at the real King 
Oedipus undergoing such terrible 
suffering. If he really did think he 
was, he could no more enjoy the play 
than you or I could enjoy witnessing 
the aftermath of a terrible traffic 
accident. — 


THERE HAD TO be a 
detachment to the pity and terror 
evoked by classical tragedy. These 
emotions did not upset the viewer, 
therefore, but rather deepened his 
compassion and his comprehension of 
the tragic human condition that he 
shared with a mythical king. 


The Greeks, in accordance with 
their principles, kept their sex and 
violence offstage. These had a place in 
life and, therefore, a place in drama, 
but to depict them graphically might 
affect the spectator directly and thus 
rupture the esthetic distance and 
destroy the detachment essential to 
real catharsis. 


It remained for the Romans, in 
their decadent period, to bring sex 
and violence. on stage in_ horribly 
graphic forms, in a manner, in fact, 
uncomfortably close to that of some 
lavishly praised film directors of our 
day -- notably Brian de Palma (Dressed 
to Kill and Blowout). Sometimes, for 
example, if a mutilation or execution 
was called for, a hapless slave was 
mutilated or murdered before an 
appreciative crowd. 


THIS, OF COURSE, was 
immoral, but the point I want to 
stress is that it was also a violation of 
artistic standards. The two are 
inextricably linked, and despite the 
protestations of extremists on both 
sides, they are never at odds with each 
other. 


Thus Reds and An American Werewolf 
in London both contain lovemaking 
sequences. Reds was rated A-III and 
Werewolf was given a C (an O under 
the new system) which would have 
been richly deserved even without the 
movie’s appalling violence. 


To explain why involves both 
moral and artistic considerations. The 
lovemaking in Reds was in the context 
of an excellent movie. Werewolf was a 
piece of trash. In the sequences in 
Reds, the spectator knows exactly 
what’s going on, but he actually sees 
very little. Why? Because director 
Warren Beatty was doing a love story, 
not putting on a skin show. He 
wanted to stir empathy in the viewer 
not titillate him. In Werewolf, on the 
other hand, director John Landis lays 
on the nudity and graphic sexuality 
with a heavy hand. Why?> Simply 
because Landis had no overall artistic 
vision and so resorted to 
sensationalism every chance he had, 
and so his film is both morally and 
artistically offensive.
